Guarantee by

The Syrian guarantee was given 
in a joint Syrian-Lebanese com- 
munique at the end of a oneday 
visit which Lebanese President Su- 
letman made to Damascus 
yesterday.

Syria appeared to be depending 
on the Damascus-sponsored Pales- 
tine Liberation Army contingents, 
now in Lebanon, as well as the 
Syrian-controlled ‘as-Sa'eka” sabo- 
tage movement, to implement the 
Cairo agreement. The move is ex- 
pected to contain the PLO's pre- 
gence among 170,000 out of 
270,000 Palestinians living in 15 
refugee camps, and other pockets 
in southern Lebanon.

tians. Under the new formula, the 
presidency will be retained by the 
Maronite Christian community, 
while the premiership will be pre- 
served by the Moslems. But pre- 
sidential decrees will now be 
counter-signed by the Premier. 

Private militias — Christians 
20,000 and Moslems 15,000 -—— will 
be disarmed. The PLO will main- 
tain the right to keep its 12,000- 
man force under arms, but in camps. 
The Lebanese army will be streng- 
thened from the present 17,000 to 
18,000 men. 

Negotiations between Franjieh and 
Assad were attended by Lebanese 
Premier Rashid Karami and his 
Syrian counterpart Mahmoud 
Ayyoubi, as well as by other top 
political and military officials from 
both countries. 

Prior to leaving Beirut for Da- 
mascus, Premier Karami had or 
dered unusually severe security 
measures. Hundreds of ateel-hel- 
meted PLA troops took up positions 
in Beirut and main highweys in a 
sudden show of force, amid reported

Vatican says ‘no’ to 
Tripoli anti-Zionism 


VATICAN CITY. — The Vatican 
yesterday dissociated itself from 
anti-Zionist remarks in, the final 
communique of an Islamic-Christian 
conference in Tripoll and said it has 
no plans to establish diplomatic 
links with Libya. 

The two developments were the 
latest snags to emerge from the 
conference for delegations of the 
two religions in which Libyan lead- 
er Mu’ammer Gaddafi made a bitter 
attack against non-Moslems. 

Cardinal Sergio Pignedoli, the Va- 
tican chief delegate, said on his re- 
turn here that he dissociated him- 
self from two paragraphs added to 
the final communique at the last 
moment. One of them condemned 
iZonism and the other advocated 
Arab rule over Jerusafem rather 
than internationalization, which the 
Vatican wants, 

“Since these points, which also 
included political elements, concern 
Palestine, Palestinians and ao-called 


Zionism, I, of course, dissociated 
myslef — not only as a Vatican 
delegate, but as a Christian — from 
the position of our Moslem bro- 
thers,” Pignedoli said.

Zorea calls Kafr Kassem story deliberate falsehood 
Lands chief denies ‘confiscation’

Questioned about the expropria- 
tion of Beduin Iand at Yamit, Mr. 
Zorea said fair compensation was 
paid there too — even though the 
rights involved were dubious and 
had been set up only recently — 
because the Lands Auhtority had 
been ordered to be particularly to- 
Terant. 

Be estimated that about IL50m.

This 
included acquisitions across the 


Green Line. Aggregate holdings of

Ex-Rhodesian premier in London 


LONDON. — Former Rhodesian Premier Garfield Todd flew into 
London vesterday for three weeks of freedom after being restricted 
to his Rhodesian home for the last four years by the country’s 
white minority regime. 

He was permitted to visit Britain for “family reasons.” But he 
told newsmen he will return to Rhodesia after his three-week 
parole ends. 

Prime Minister Ian Smith's regime warned him he faced a pos- 
sible fine or a year's imprisonment if he made any statements or 
gave interviews while in Britain. 

Smith on Friday warned Rhodesians in Salisbury that the cam- 
paign by biack nationalist guerrillas had worsened and said more 
troops wil! be raobilized.

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No accord on Italian Cabinet 


ROME. — Leaders of Italy’s dominant Christian Democrat Party 
differed sharply on Friday over how to resolve the country’s month- 
jong political crisis. 

The party leadership met to decide whether to recommend that 
Prime Miniater-designate Aldo Moro form a stopgap, minority 
Christian Democrat cabinet. But participants said after the meet- 
ing broke up for lunch on Friday that there was considerable “per- 
plexity” among delegates. Moro’s chances of success were then 
rated at 50-50. 

The left wing of the party favours the formation of a minority 
cabinet, arguing that it would be irresponsible to leave the country 
without a government. The right wing, including former party 
secretary Amintore Fanfani, believes that the Christian Democrats 
fave more to lose than to gain by governing on their own in the 
midst of one of Italy’s worst postwar economic crises. (Reuter) 
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French veto over Comoros 


UNITED NATIONS. — France on Friday night vetoed a resolution 
in the UN Security .Council that would have asked her to call off a 
self-determination referendum set for today on Mayotte in the 
Comoro Islands. 

The vote was 11-1 with three abstentions. The U-S., Britain and 
Italy abstained. 

French Ambassador Louis de Guiringuad’s veto was his country’s 
seventh. Explaining it, he said, “It was not possible to let an inter- 
national judgement go through pronouncing on the difficulties we 
are faced with.” 

The French Parliament ordered today’s new poll on Mayotte be- 
cause while the four Comoro Islands altogether voted overwhelm- 
ingly for independence from France in a referendum in December 
1974, voting on Mayotte ran two-thirds against it. The question to- 
day will be whether to remain in the French Republic or take 
independence in the Comorian State with Anjouan, Grande-Comor 
and Moheli. (AP)

Consul Edvin Zdove, 45, was shot dead at his suburban residence 
early yesterday by an unknown gunman, police said. A spokesman 
said police found Zdove lying dead on the ground ‘outside the 
garage with at least five bullet wounds in his body. 

A spokesman said police were called by neighbours who re- 
ported they heard shots and cries for help from the row of semi- 
detached houses which includes Zdove's residence. 

In Belgrad, Yugoslav officials said the right-wing Emigre Ustashi 
organization probably was behind the killing. The Ustashi move- 
ment of extreme Croatian Nationalists collaborated with the Nazis 
and ran Croatia as a puppet state during World War ΤΙ. After 
the war they fled to Western countries from where they continued 
anti-Yugoslav activities, including bombings of Yugoslav missions 
and killings of Yugoslav officials abroad.

j ‘TEE TRADE union's area of business is, broadly speaking, the 
collective agreement. The purpose of a strike is generally to 
make the employer sign the agreement on the union’s terms. 
Once it is signed, it binds both sides. Three labour disputes 
currently afflicting the country have either nothing to do with 
the agreement, or are in breach of it. 

The telephone service in the Tel Aviv area (engineering de- 
partment) struck on Friday because one man, secretary of the 
works committee, took a decision which properly belongs to 
management. He was brought before a disciplinary tribunal. 
Technically, the matter is sub judice. . 

The second dispute is no different. One man again, a ship’s 
bosun this time, was charged with disciplinary offences, and 
his case is under examination. The ship Teverya is immobili 
in Eilat harbour. The crew refuses to sail — unless the bosun 
travels with.

When they were engaged to work in Abu Rodeis, it was known 
in advance that the job was for a limited span, never mind how 
Productive the oil-pumping operation might be.

If by ‘interference’ in American 
politics you are referring to our ef- 
forts to explain our case to all sec- 
tors of the American public in- 
cluding Congress, then I plead guilty 
to the charge. If by ‘interference"’ 
you allude to Israel's ties with 6 
million American Jews and their 
support of Israel's struggle for sur- 
vival, then I plead guilty to this 
charge as well. If by “interference” 
you have in mind our plea for ex- 
pressions of support and understan- 
ding for our cause from all 
Americans, if only to counter the 
‘cacophony of hatred and bigotry that 
has been unleashed at us, then I 
Plead guilty to this charge too. 

Do you really feel that this runs 
courtter to the tenets and principles 
of American democracy and is not 
within the rights of American 
citizens in the exercise of their 
political and civil rights?

interest very much in mind. 

President Sadat knew how impor- 
tant such an agreement was to 
America and would therefore not 
budge from his demands, an- 
ticlpating that Israel would be press- 
ed into capitulating to his conditions. 

retrospect, I sometimes wonder 
whether the first shuttle waa really 
all that much of a failure. A case 
might be made that had it not been 
for the experience of March, there 
might never have been an August. 

To give up the oilfields and the 
strategic passes for the kind of map 
and arrangements Egypt was offer- 
ing us in March would have been 
madness. Which country would 
voluntarily relinquish 60 per cent of 
its available oll supply when in 50 do- 
ing it gives up its only energy 
resource?

I can honestly think of no 
better example of ‘America's 
diplomatic achievement in our area 
than this aspect of the agreement: 
Both sides, Egypt as well as Israel, 
have placed their confidence in the 
United States to lend credibility to.

And as we 
have declared publicly, if the 
arrangements do not work out as we 
both hope, then Israel] will be the 
first to ask the Americans to leave.
